Council of American Shipbuilders 
were -re-clected for the coming yeur 
at the annual meeting held in ‘New 
Vor... Dir. NW. Gerrish Smith, who 
‘presided, reviewed the condition of 
the industry; and pointed out that. 
while’ there has been o marked re-" 
vival in shipbuilding since the pas- 
sage of the’ Jonea-White Act, the 
facilities of the shipyards are belng 
used to only, about 60 per cent. of 
their capacity. He held out some 
prospecta for allocation of at lenst 
part of the pending naval construc- 
tion work.to private yards,.and also’ 
called attention to the need for re 
placements in the coastwlse fleets, 


' Referring’ to the fact that the 
larger shipyards have been able to 
operate continuously witha reason- 
able number of employees-as.a ‘re 
sult of the stimulation of ‘shipbuil:- 
ing by Government aid, and «with 
more men employed at present than 


‘ |there were a year ago, Mr. Smith 


expressed regret that the ‘Pacific 
* |yards have not ‘participated in the 
new merchant ship construction, 
He pointed out, however, that 
“more than half of the-vessels, by 
money value, under conatruction 


‘have their home ports .on the west, 


const,’ and will ‘require an annual 
expenditure for docking, painting,’ 
surveys, overhauls, and other “work 
that will be’ performed on that 
coast. Furthermore, a consider- 
able quantity of materials such as 
lumber, hardware, auxiliary machin- 
ery, paints and other articles 
for vessels now building’ on the At- 
lantic Coast.are purehased on the 
Paclfic Const.” 


Mr. Smith stated that unfinished

"This docs not mean that. the ship- 


ping policies of the United’ States: 
as outlined in the Merchant Marine, 


Act of 1920 and reaffirmed in that 
of 1928 have not been made effec- 
tive,. or even retarded, the Board 
remarks.’ On the, contrary, 
it is evident that obsolete types 
of merchant vessels are’ being |" 
weeded out of the American mer- 
chant marine and 'the expense, of 
maintaining unusable ‘vessels in 
idle stntus is being eliminated.» 
“Oritice who seem to regard 
with disfavour the: present-day 
growth ‘of the U.S, merchant 
maring ‘assail our present-day 
building programme on the theory 
that there: is a surplus of world 
tonnage,” the Board states. “The 
fact that there is a surplus at the 
present time is true. It ia estimat- 


‘ed to be about 8,000,000 grosa tons 


largely as'a result of the worlds 
wide depression, 

“In 1922,” the report ‘goes, on, 
“the surplus of the. world’s sea- 
going tonnage was about 13,000,000 
gross tons, Notwithstanding this 
fact, the principal , maritime 
nations began to build new ships. 
the intervening time about 
18,000,000 gross‘ton4, of which the 
United States built’ less than 


600,000 tans, have been’ added tof 


their. fleets. 


“The amount, we built was slight, qo 


and during this period the United 
States led the world in the scrap- 
ping of ships. , 
scrapping programme alone con- 
sidering ‘only steel | ocean-going 
vessel of 2,000 ‘gross tons and 
over, amounted to hearly 1,500,000 
tons.
